No. 13013/9/77-SCT.J. — Article 338 of the Constitution 
provides lor the appointment of a Special Officer for the 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes who is charged with 
the duty to investigate all matters relating to the sufegards 
provided for the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
under the Constitution and to report to the President upon 
the working of these safeguards at prescribed intervals. In 
pursuance thereto, a Special Officer, commonly known as 
Commissioner for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes, is 
appointed by the President from time to time. Considering 
the magnitude of the problem, the Government are of the 
view that in addition to the functioning and authority of 
the Special Officer, these matters should appropriately be 
entrusted to a high level_ Commission consisting of persons 
of eminence and status in public life. The functioning of 
the Commission will not be lessening the authority of the 
Special Officer. 

2. Government have accordingly decided to set up a 
Commission for this purpose which shall consist of a_ Chair- 
man and not more than four other Members, including the 
Special Officer appointed under Article 338 of the Consi- 
tution, The term of office of the Chairman and the Member 
of the Commission will not ordinarily exceed three years. 

3. The headquarters oL' the Commission will be locate I 
at New Delhi. 

4. The functions of the proposed Commission will broadlv 
correspond with the functions at present entrusted to the 
Special Officer under Article 338 of the Constitution and 
will he as follows : — 

(i) To investigate all matters relating to safeguards 
provided for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes in the Constitution. This would, inter alia, 
include a review of the manner in which reserva- 
lions stipulated in public services for Scheduled 


(iv) To enquire into individual complaints regarding 
denial of any safeguards provided to any person 
claiming to belong to Scheduled Castes or Schedul- 
ed Tribes. 

5, The Commission will devise its own procedure in the 
discharge of its functions. All the Ministries and Depart- 
ments of the Government of India will furnish suchi informa- 
tion and documents and provide such assistance as may he 
required by the Commission from time to time. The Govern- 
ment of India mists that the State Governments and Union 
Territory Administrations and others concerned will extend 
their fullest cooperation and assistance to the Commission. 

6. The Commission will submit an Annual Report to the 
President detailing its activities and recommendations. This 
will, however, not prechide the Commission from nubmiirir 
Reports to the Government at anv time they consider 
necessary on matters within their scope of work, The 
Annual Report together with a memorandum outlining th? 
action taken on the recommendations and explaining the 
reasons for non-acceptance of recommendations, if any. i" 
so far as it relates to .the Central Government will be laid 
before each House of Parliament.
